CONGRESS AGREES: 
NO FEES FOR AMATEUR LICENSES! 
The joint House-Senate Conference Committee, reviewing both 
versions of the Omnibus Budget Reconciliation Act of 1989, has 
approved deletion of the amateur license fees from the legislation. 
In its report released on November 21st, the Conference Com- 


mittee stated: ‘‘Both the House bill and the Senate bill include fees | 
‘on licensees in the amateur radio service. The Conference Report 


strikes all of the fees for amateur radio licensees. The Conferees 
recognize that amateur licensees do not operate for profit and play 
an important public safety role in times of disaster or emergency.” 

In the early morning hours. of November 22nd, both Houses of 
Congress adopted the Conference version of the bill sending it to 
President Bush for signature. 


In the current budgetary environment, avoiding fees altogether. 


is an enormous accomplishment. 

ARRL congratulates all who played an active role in writing to 
their senators and representatives helping in this effort. Look for 
an upcoming QST article that will detail how amateurs won this 
important battle.

HAMS ACROSS THE SEA

UA6LA urges support for Gorbachev policies, ‘“‘because we 
know what the old politics and the Stalin regime mean.”’ 

Imagine a 20-meter antenna with a front-to-back ratio of more 
then 35db and forward gain of 12db. Picture yourself putting up this 
six-element cubical quad on an 80-foot boom. In the average 
American city, the obstacles of such an undertaking are likely to be 
insurmountable, we all know. 

Not so in the USSR. Victor Tkachenco, UA6LA, hails from 
Rostov-on-Don, a city roughly the size of Cleveland, where we 
caught up with him. His massive quad, which puts out a com- 
manding signal, not only has the blessing of the Soviet government 
but most of its parts, as well as the rest of his station, are supplied 
by the government. And he builds his own. 

That’s foreign to us. Yet with the fresh winds from the East 
sweeping away material differences, understanding is now key. 

Florida Skip: We’ve just learned that Moscow has approved 
reversion in the Baltics to the old pre-World War II call signs. Is 
that another product of perestroika (restructuring)? 

UAGLA: Yes, the door is open. Now I’m here with glasnost — 
(openness) and perestroika. Ten years ago I could never have 
dreamed of this trip. Beautiful, beautiful, beautiful. I stay in long 
line for ticket. Long line, believe me, one year. 

Florida Skip: Are the interests of the typical Soviet and 
American ham similar? 

UAGLA: Yes. D.X., D.X., and once more, D.X. Warm and 
friendly, relations. — 

Florida Skip: Is DOSAAF, the Soviet government arm that 
supports ham radio, a paramilitary organization? 

UAGLA: Yes. It’s a free organization for young people who need 
to know what it means to communicate if you go into the Red 
Army. DOSAAF supports many sports teams, including swim- 
ming, fox hunts, etc. 

Florida Skip: Can you describe the political struggle going on 
within the USSR ham community to free itself of DOSAAF control? 

UAG6LA: You’ve never been in Russia to really understand. We 
have not the same situation as in America. DOSAAF supports our 
hobby with money, paying for each local radio club. It has a lot of

Mobile Antennas 
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Another month has gone by and some very serious incidents 
have been occurring all over Florida. It seems that the Florida 
Traffic Warrior I first sighted last month was heard prowlin all 
over the aether.

On Saturday, December 9th, at eight, members of the Racal- 
Milgo Amateur Radio Club (RMARC) in ’ Sunrise, Florida, volun- 
teered their time and radio communication support for the Fifth 
Annual Jingle Bell Jog Race held to benefit the Cardiac 
Rehabilitation Center of the Broward General Medical Center, Ft.

The five-kilometer race began at 8:00 a.m. in rainy weather at 
the Racal-Milgo facility.

In the spirit of Christmas and the theme, Jingle Bell Jog, some 
runners donned red Santa Claus caps, others wore soft sculpture 
reindeer antlers, and many jingled as they jogged with the sound of 
jingle bells tied to their running shoes. 

As they have in the past four annual races, RMARC volunteers 
were stationed at the start line, mile markers, nurses station and 
finish line. 

Using two-meter handie-talkies, they set up a communication 
network.

F.C.C.. WRITES 18 HAMS INVOLVED 
IN 14.313 M.H.Z. NET CONTROVERSY 


In an unusual move, the Federal Communications Commissiall aa 


has written 18 hams who are involved in a net dispute. The 
leadership of the Maritime Mobile Service Net, the In- 
tercontinental Net and the Better Amateur Radio Information Net 
received letters asking for their views on solving the fracas. 

BARIN was formed earlier this year in pretest of so-called lax _ 
policies against commercialism and illegal phone patches. For 
several months, a battle for use of the 14.313 MHz net frequency 
resulted in jamming and charges being traded among the groups. 

In September, the Martime Mobile Service Net and the In- 
tercontinental Net moved to 14.300 MHz leaving BARIN on 14. 313 
MHz. 

The tone of the letter/questionnaire leads some to believe that 
new restrictive rules regarding phone patches may be in the offing. 
None of the 18 hams are cited for violations but they are asked to 
return the questionnaire to FCC.
